A glance into Chauncey M. D e ­ 
pew's private traveling car shows 
tha« . the railroad m agnate lives in 
comfort ami elegance while on the 
road. 
Som ething lik e 
$40,000 was 
expended in mak ing this palace on 
wheels one of the best specimens of 
the car builders' art possible. 
Mr. 
Depew tak es his annual tours over 
the railroad « lystems of the country 
in this car, and recently he traveled 
about 
10,000 
miles, 
going t’^ c e 
across the continent, and when the 
car was turned over to the inspe ct­ 
ors at the end of the journey for an 
overhauling, not a nut or screw was 
found loose or out of order, and all 
that was necessary to prepare the 
car for 
another 
journey 
was 
to 
sweep and dust it. 
Mr. Depew is not a great lover 
of glitter and tinsel, and hence the 
exterior of his car is not particu ­ 
larly attractive. 
W hen he travels 
he doesn't care to have the people 
of wayside stations where he may 
chance to stop flock ing about and 
staring in at the windows to see 
what great m an has come to town, 
and so the exterior of the car pre ­ 
sents about the same appearance as 
other palace cars of the W agner 
com pany. 
One has to explore the 
interior to find luxury, comfort and 
elegance. 
The car is seventy-four feet long 
and is fitted with W estm ghouse air 
brak es, a whistle service to the e n­ 
gineer, steam heat and an instru ­ 
m ent which records the speed of the 
car. 
T he indicator has often reg­ 
istered eighty five miles an hour. 
At the rear of the car is the ob ­ 
servatory 
section. 
It is a 
small 
room, luxuriously upholstered and 
furnished with easy chairs done in 
heavy plush.

In one c or ­ 
ner, by the great mirror, is a secre­ 
tary, supplied with stationery and 
telegraph blank s, and holds railroad 
raanuels, reports of the interstate

book s of 
that character for the convenience 
of Mr. Depew.

hung with heavy silk curtains, and 
the easy chairs are of plush and 
velvet.

The cavity struck l) y the drill was I 
uiiuoubt^eily th'-* tunnel of a suuter- 
ranean river. 
That the waters of 
this underground str mni are full of 
life is satisfactoril}^ ¡iroved by the 
gretit number of animals of various 
kinds which are thrown out at the 
surface through the artesian pipe. 
But it is not their quantity that ex­ 
cites astonishment nearly so much 
as their strange character. 
All of 
them appear to belong to species 
hitherto wholly unknown to science. 
There arc shrimps of a queer kind, 
of which the well yields about half a 
pint a day, on an average— sow-bugs 
of a new genus, not related to any 
liitherto found in fresh water, and, 
most remarkable of all, salamanders 
six inches long with surprisingly de­ 
veloped legs. 
All of the species of animals thus 
far brought to the surface are blind 
and colorless, resembling in those re­ 
spects the crustaceans and batrach- 
iaus of the great caves, where there 
is everlasting night. 
Dr. Stejncgcr, 
who knows as much about sala­ 
manders as any man living, has been 
making a special study of the San 
Marcos specimens. 
He finds that 
they have no near relatives with 
which science is acquainted iu this 
country- or abroad. 
Their nearest 
kin are the so-called mud-puppies oí 
our streams and certain batrachians 
of Austrian caverns. 
They have re­ 
markably long legs, and their noses 
arc shovel-shaped. 
Most numerous by/far among the 
creatures cast up from the depths 
have been the slirimps. 
They arc 
about three-quarters of an inch long, 
colorless and blind. 
In and attached 
to their bodies are found immense 
numbers of parasitic ] irotozoa, which 
are nearly rciatod to the micro-organ­ 
isms that breed malaria in the hu­ 
man system. 
This fact has an inter­ 
esting bearing 
upon

artesian 
water is necessarily free from ma­ 
laria microbes. 
The sow-bugs al­ 
ready referred to, which are crusta­ 
ceans, have only lieen familiar u] i to 
now as salt water forms.

themselves to fishes, out of wiiose 
flesh they are alile to take large bites 
by means of their strongjavvs, whiiTi 
arc furnished witli a sort of knife- 
and fork arrangement.
